AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labaur in exercise 
of the powers conferred on them under Section 10{l)(d) of 
the 1,D. Act, 1947 has referred the following dispute to this) 
Tribunal for adjudication vide their Order No. L-17012/110/ 
90-l.R. (B-2), dated, the Hth December, 1990: 

SCHEDULE 

•‘Whether the action of the management of United India 
Insurance Company Ltd., in tenninating the services 
of Shri Rajendra Mochi is justified ? If not, to 
what relief the •workman is entitled ?" 

2. The action of the management of United India Insur¬ 
ance Company Ltd. has been challenged in terminating the 
services of Shri Rajendra Mochi, the concerned workman. 

3. The concerned workman claims to have been appointed 
av Sub-staff in the Insurance Company in Darbhanga branch 
since 18-1-1985. He has been performing the jobs like opening 
of office, sweeping of the ofiice and other miscellaneous jobs. I 
It is also stated that he worked continuously till April, 19861 
and in this way he completed more than 240 days attendance 
in a calendar year. 

4. The management terminated the services of the eoii- 
cer.icd workman without any rhyme or reasons althouch 
nevtr committed any nii.sconduct. it was submitted that the 
teimination of services of the concerned workman tantamounts 
to retrenchment which was illegal for no compliance of the 
provision of Section 25T' of the I.D. Act was made. It has 
been prayed to hold that the action of Ithc management of 
United Indi.t Insurance Company in terminating (ho services 
of the concerned workman was not justified. It was prayed 
tlmt the concerned workman be icinstated with full back 
wages. 

5. The manageniont denied each and every claim of the 
concerned workman and snbmided that Ihe concerned woH- 
man w.as never appoinled in the establishment of United 
Indi.i Insurance Company, Darbhanga Branch on 18fh January, 
I'iSS. Etc was never cnlrnsted wilh any duty of openin.c 
anil cleaning of the office premises ns he was never on ihe 
pay roll of the niimogenient. It w.as incorrect to siipgcsl 
that be completed 240 days scivic* in continuation. Smee 
the concei-ned workman vv.as never appointed nor his nime 
ever evicted on ibe ;kc]uiniiincc roll of the mnnaeement, there 
was no ouesiion of violation of the provision of Section 25F 
of the f.D, Act. 


6. It was however submitted that the services of the con¬ 
cerned workman was hired from time to itime on casual 
basis for woik of water buy. It was also urged through 
the W.S. that the casual workers are only deployed on daily 
wage basis and no payment is made for recess or non- 
working days. In the ciknmstanees it was submitted that 
the concerned workman is not entitled to any relief. 


7. The question for consideration is as to wheiher the 
concerned workman is entitled for rogularisation as sub-stafF 
in the manngement of United India Insurance Co. 


8. Admittedly the concerned vvorkman was never issued 
any appointment letter nor he has got any paper to show 
that he was appointed as regular staff of the company. As 
per evidence of MW-l Shri Ram Naresh Mishra, Asstl. 
Branch Manager, a brunch was opened and duly notified at 
Darbhanga on ,31-12-1984. That branch started functioning 
from lanuary, 1985. Only t room of the building was taken 
by the management to run the office. The witness was alone 
to manage the whole affair without any sub-staff. He stated 
that ope Shri R. B. Singh, sub-staff was transferred to Dar- 
hhanga branch from As.sam (Gauhati) on 25-11-85. By 
making such statement the witness has made it clear that 
right from 1st January, 1985 till November, 1985 there was 
no sub-staff and so there must he someone to discharge the 
diilies of sub-sinff. The witness has admitted to the extent 
that he used lo take work from Ihe concerned workman 
as casual labour as and v/hen required and that he paid 
by the sponsoring branch at Mnzaffarpur. According to him 
the main work taken from the concerned workman was to 
get the hoard repaired and also to bring materials from the 
.sponsoring branch at Muzaffarpur. He was paid @ Rs, 20 
per day. The witness has also proved the cash register of 
Darbhanga branch running' from 23-7-85 (Ei^t. M-1). I have 
perii.sed the document which simply shows that on few date 
the concerned workman was paid in the capacity of water 
boy but no working days have been noted (herein. Two 
rcgislers have been marked Ext, M-1/I and M-ll/2. In these 
'two registers payment lo the concerned workman has been 
shown but I do not think lhat these two documents will be 
of any help to the management specially when the concerned 
workman is claiming continuous work right from January. 
1985 to May, 1986. The witness further stated that after 
iolning of siib-.staff the branch did not require any staff 
lo do casual work. The question is that the concerned 
w'orkman worked us casual workman from January, 1985 
to November, 198,s .md on lhat ground he claimed to have 
worked for more than 240 days in a calendar year. In the 
very chief examination the witne.5s has also stated that the 
concerned workman was required to store water also in 
summer season. The witness denied that the con¬ 
cerned workman worked regularly from 18-3-1985 to April, 
1986. The very cross-examination of the witness will reveal 
something showing lhat the concerned workman had actually 
worked for sufflcicni days. The witness stated that he was 
maintaining record for the days employed by the concerned 
w'oiked for .sufficient davs. The witness stated that he was 
about the days worked by the concerned workman for pay¬ 
ment. He again stated that since no attendance was marked 
and so he did not maintain any attendance register. The witness 
also stated that all the workmen working in Muzaffarpur 
branch were paid (Iirough vouchers. He has proved the 
photo i-opv of the reprcsentalion filed by the concerned work¬ 
man where payment to him through voucher,s h.avc also he'en 
noted. If is Ext. W-1. It is no where been challenged that 
the concerned workman was never paid through voucher. The 
question is when vouchers were being main mined by the 
manaecm-nl the same ought to have been produced in the 
Court iu.st to count the number of Jays worked by the 
concerned workman till January. 1985 to No: ember, 1985. 
Non-production of ihe document will he an inference ngainst 
the management. 


9 The concerned workman has .staled his claim and snb- 
mil'ed that he was paid (S,Rs, 10 in the bc.-uining which was 
In.oly r.'i'sed to Rs 15 from lanuary. 1985 but it wn.s not 
paid to him. He' admitted lo have been working as daily 
r.nu-d Ciinital '.vorlcr Howrv'r, ho has denied to have 
been paid rm R-, po vpr day. 1 have rrniscd Erl. W-I 
v.liicb is Ihe leitrr .addressed in the Al.Cir) by the con¬ 
cerned worlnmn slating his claim foi Ciuployment in the 
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company. He has given out the voucher Nos anti date & 
the amount paid to him also. 1 he management should 
have' at least produced those vouchers to show the days 
worked by the concerned workman. The question is if the 
concerned workman worked for 240 days then his claims for 
rcgularisation stands on better footing although there is noth¬ 
ing on the law tha a man must bei regulari cd after complet¬ 
ing 240 days in a calendar. But he must Ire running conti¬ 
nuous service after completion of 240 days of attendance 
and his claim for rcgularisation is to be considered sympathe¬ 
tically by the management. The workman has also claimed 
that he was not paid from January, 1986 to May, 1986 and 
m this connection a letter has been addressed to the Branch 
Manager, Darbhanga from head office Muzalt'arpiir. It is 
Ext. W-4 and Ext. W-J is again a paper showing voucher 
Nos. dated and payment made to the coiic'-rned workmen. 
There is endorsement of the authority of the management 
to the effect that the concerned workman has been working as 
water boy at Darbhanga branch sine® January, 1985 and 
the payment of Rs. 2968 only was made from Miiz'afTarpiir 
branch since Darbhanga was aflUiated vith MuzaflKfarpur 
for financial and other matters. The endorsement further 
speaks that Darbhanga was required to pay Rs. 448 only 
to the concerned workman towards ex gi alia payment for 
1985. I And that the concerned workman was paid that 
exgratia payment through cheque. There is one another 
letter written by Shri C. Tiga, Direct'^ , Govt of India, 
National Commission for Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tribes to the Manager, United India Insurance Co. Head 
office! Madras regarding the absorption of the concerned 
workman in the post of Sub-staff and payment of his salary 
for the month of January, 1986 to May, 1986. All these 
correspondence read together simply shows that the concern¬ 
ed workman has been working in Darbliangu branch office 
with all his devotion but after posting of a icgular sub staff 
he was stopped as claimed by him, He also worked till 
May, 1986 but he whs not paid. We have no paper to 
show that there was any such due but definitely it is proved 
that he had been working at Darbhanga branch like sub-staff. 
As per evidence of MW-1 has also been serving wnter and 
bringing materials from the sponsoring branch office Mi'zaffar- 
pur. I do not think that such work could be of casual 
nature. Serving water is reigular feature spcciafly in absence 
of regular sub-stall he was expected to hnve been doing all 
Aicb work. 


10. I have examined these aspects of the matter. Defi¬ 
nitely the concerned workman was not appointi’d on regular 
basis but he served the department in absence of regular 
staff and the management in the circumstances of the case 
should be have like model employer. Apart from that the 
concerned workman is a member of Scheduled Caste com¬ 
munity ‘Mochi’ by caste and in that view of the matter also 
he deserves favourable consideration by the management. In 
the circumstances, the management is directed to regularise 
the concerned workman as sub-slufflwatcr boy but there can 
be no order as to back wages.

AWARD 

In this reference made by the Hon’ble Central Govt, by 
its order No. L-12012197191-1R B.II Dl. 1-10-91 under Sec. 
10(2AKlKd) of I.D. Act the point for adjudication as per 
schedule to reference is :—■ 

‘•Whether the action of the management of Canara Bank 
in terminating th services of Sri Prasanna Keshava- 
chur, pigmy Collector is justified ? if not, to what 
rciiuf is the workman entitled ?” 

2. In the' claim statement it is contended :— 

The 1 parly workman joined the service of the 11 party 
management in the year 1973. He joined service 
as pigmy collector and as a pigmy collector, he 
was supposed to go to the merchants and other 
customers in the outskirts of Muggchalli branch of 
the 11 party bank where he was working and 
collect the tiny deposits which the customers used 
to deposit through him and before the dose of the 
next day, he was depositing it m tfio II party bank. 
Initially when he started his career as a pigmy 
collector, the collection from the' customers 
was very less and 'also there weip very few deposi¬ 
tors and on account of his hard and efficient work, 
he could attract more customers and ■at (he time 
of his illegal termination he was attending to an 
average of about 30 customers a day. There were 
two schemes in the IT party bank for the pigmy 
deposit holders: one is called NNND and the other 
one is called BKD. The I paify is a workman as 
defined under the I.D. Act. His Lerniination without 
applying the mandatory provisions of the act is 
illegal. The order of termination passed by the 
II party manugt'ment' has to be set a'dde and the” 
T party has to be reinstated without consequential 
benefits. 

3. In the connfei st.atement among otlu-i things, it is 
contended, iheic is no relation'ihip of employer 
and employee between the I party and the H party. The 
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rclationNhip is that ot Principal and Agent. The I party and 
JJ party have entered into an agency of contract dt. 16-2-84. 
The I patty Is not a workman as definod under See, 2(s) 
of the i.D, Act. The 1 party agent had hia own hours of 
work for collection ot amount and the bank had no right tO' 
contiol the manner in which the I party agent had to work. 
It is clear from Clause 27 of the agreement til. 16-2-84 
ttjt. M.l> that the agent is not subject to the general disci¬ 
pline of the bank. The 1 party was only an agent. The 
order passed by the II party terminating ’.lie' .services of the 
1 party as an agent is valid. This Tribunrd has no Jurisdic¬ 
tion lo decide the matter since the I party is not a workman. 

4. As could be seen from the order sheet dt. 11-6-92 it 
i.i seated that no separate' issues are required and that 
all points like whether the I party is a worKiimu as defined 
under Sec. 2(s) of the I.D. Act would be considered at the 
time of final arguments. 

5. On behalf of the management M.W.l Kchavamurthy, 
who was working as Manager ot Nuggehalli branch in 1988 
and M.W.2 K, B. Kulkarni who has been working as Manager 
since 1989 nave been examintd. On behalf of 1 party he 
his got iumseif cximiincd and closed his ca^e 

6. 1 have ict out above in brief the pleadings of both 
Iho parties. It is contended by the I paily that he is a 
workman as defined under Sec, Its) of the I.D. Act. It is 
contended by the II party that the relationship betwee'n 
the I party and 11 party is that of prmcipal and agent and 
that i party is not a workman as defined under I.D. Act. 

7. This Tribunal gets Justidiction to decide the matter 
on iiicTUs oii'v if Uie Tribunal conies lo the conclusion that 
tilt 1 party is a woricman as defined under the I.D. Act. Scn 
J will proceed to give a finding on this point first. 

8. The I party was appointed as a New Nitya Nidhi 
Deposit Collector (N.N.N.D.C.) as per ilie aget'ement entered 
mto between him ana the II parly on 16-2-84 which is 
marked as Ex. M.l. 

9. In Ex. M,1 it has been clearly mentioned that the 
jural relationship between the II party and the I patty is one 
of Hl'incipal and Agent. It is clearly stated in Clause 27 
of lix. M.l mat the I party “agent is no way required to 
subject himself to the general discipline of the bank.” 
Throughout lix. M.l the 1 party is described only as an 
agent. 


lU. The Bank examined M.W.l Ktshava Murthy who has 
clearly stated that the Bunk had no control lo guide the 
work of I party and Ihc B'ank had no po' > cr to take discip¬ 
linary aclion against I party. 

11. It is clear from the evidence adduced and the material 
on record that the I party was not entided to any promotion 
■allowances, fixed sakary and other benefits which regular 
employees of the Bank arc entitled. 

12. I party has stated in his evidence that if he did not 
go to collection he was engaging some o.her person for 
collection. He has stated that Bank was giving him only 
commission and that bank w’a,s not giving him anything as 
salary. The commission would bo paid on the basis of the 
doposiis collected by the I party, He has stated in his 
evidence that there was no fixed hours for him to go and 
collect deposits. He has stated that he vi'Us not marking 
attendance in the bank. He has stated that if he did not 
get dcpouls, he would not get any commission. He has 
lurtljer stLilcd he could attend to other work of his u’ongwith 
the coMeciion of deposits. He has further stated that bonk 
was not supervising his woik at the timo of collecting the 
deposits, tlioiigh he has voluntcred to say that the bank was 
supervising at the time of remittance. The fact lemaias 
that the Hank was not supervising tlic work of collecting 
the dcpo.sits done by the I party. 

13. The law laid down by the Punjab and Haryana High 
Court its like a glove to the facts of the present reference. 
It has been laid down by the Punjab and Haryana High, 
Court in 1997 kSK (H'.'jukingj 615 (Sml. .Avatar Saha vis. 
Cniiara B.nik) t.'iat there was only a juial relation:,hip of 
Principal ami y\gcul between the Bank and the deposit col¬ 


lector and the deposit collector was not an employee of the' 
b'ank nor was he a workman as defined under See 2{3>

14. The Learned counsel for the 1 party set great store 
by ihe decision of the Madras High Court reported in 1990(1) 
Madias 50 iThe Management of Indian flank vis. The 
Presiding Ollicer and another). 1 have carefully and rcs- 
pec.fully gone Lhroiigh this authority. This decision of the 
Madras High Court is clearly distinguishable on facts. From 
the facts of Madras High Court authority it is clear that' 
Deposit Agent had lo do some clerical work like 
lilting up relevant forms, ledgers, pass books etc. The bank 
could instinct the agent not to enrol new subscribers at any 
time.

AWARD 

1. Punjab National Bank is a Government of Jndia under¬ 
taking. One Shri I. D. Patel was a workman employed 
in the first party Bank at the relevant time. He was com¬ 
mittee member of the All India Working Committee of the 
National Organisation of Bank Workers. He was also member 
of The Punjab National Bank Employees’ Association which 
IS affiliated to the said National Organisation of Bank 
Workers. Under first lli-partite Seitlement dated 9-11-1966 
he claims to be entitled to special leave uplo 17 days in a 
calendar year to enable him to attend meetings and con¬ 
ferences of trade unions. But this leave was refused to 
him by the Bank on 14-3-91. Therefore, an induilrial 
dispute was raised. But as the conciliation failed, the 
Ministry of Labour, Government of India by orclm' f'lo, 

• L-12012/159/92-IR (B-U) dated 31-8-92 referred the follow¬ 
ing issue for adjudication to this Tribunal :— 

“Whether the action of tlie management of Punjab 
National Bank through the Assistant General 
Manager, Ahmedabad, in withdrawing the facility 
of Special Leave to Central Committee Member 
Shri I. D. Patel of NOBW, uplo 17 days in a 
calendar year is justified and legal V If not, to 
what facility is Shri I. D, Patel entitled for and 
what directions are necessary in the matter V" 

2. The Union filed their statement of claim at Ex. 3. They 
rely upon para 13.39 of Frist Bipartite Settlement dated 
2-11-1966 to enjoy the privilege of 17 dqys’ special leave 
in a calendar year to attend meetings and conference of 
Union. 

3. The first party Bank filed their written statement at 
Ex. 4. They raised a preliminary objection that this dispute 
has not been properly espoused. They also contended that 
Indian Banks Association was a necessary party and in 
their absence a valid adjudication could not be done. But 
both these preliminary objections have been turned down 
by this Tribunal by its order dated 6-12-1993 on Ex. 5 
and it is not necessary to consider them over again. 

4. The real bone of contention raised by the Bank is 
Tliat the Cl. 13.39 of the first Bipartite Settlement has been 
amended by settlement dated 29-6-90 and it Is now provided 
that the facility of special leave would be etxcnded 
only to the members of AIBEA, NCBR and INBEF 
and, therefore, members of NOEW are not entitled to 
the same. 

5. Both the parties produced documentary evidence. 
The Union produced pursis Ex. 9 and the Bank produced 
piirsls Ex. 10 declaring that they do not want to lead 
any oral evidence. The Bank have produced their written 
arguments at Ex. 11, I have heard the oral argunienls 
of Shri U. P. SliiimaJi, the General Secretary of the 
Union. 

6. The Bank pointed out in the written arguments 
that initially NOBW was not a party of the first Bi¬ 
partite Settlement. The seitlement was dated 19-10-1966 
and only suhscqiicntiy the NOBW adopted the same on 
9-11-1966. It was only after this adoption that the facility 





of special leave was extended to the members of the 
NOBW. The Bank further pointed out in the written argu¬ 
ments that thereafter various other settlement were arrived 
at between the Indian Banks Association representing all its 
member Banks and various confederation of Tradi' llnions 
from time to time including the settlement wiih fhe said 
NOBW in 1979, It was said that when the negotiations 
started between the IDA and the various confederations 
of Trade Unions in 19S3 before arriving at the settlement, 
the NOBW, stated to be the parent organisation of the second 
party, immediatley withdrew from the negotiation.s on the 
issue of computerisation and mechanisation, adopted a non- 
condiliatory attitude and refused to participate in nego 
liations. However, ultimately the Indian Banks Association 
arrived at a .settelement with AIBEA, NCBE and separately 
with INBEC, which is another confederation of Trade 
Unions. The said settlement is known as lllrd Bipartite 
Settlement. The Bank further pointed out that after the 
Illrd bipartite settlement the concession of special leave 
to the members of NOBW was withdrawn as they were 
not signatory to the said amending settlement. Therefore, 
in the submission of the Bank, no relief can be granted 
to tbe Union. 

7. In this connection it would be worthwhile to refers 
to the relevant provision of Section 9-A of the I. D. Act 
which deals with tbe procedure for effecting ‘change’ :— 

“9-A. Notice of Change—No employer, who proposes 
to effect any change ifi the conditions of service 
applicable to any workmen in respect of any matter 
specified in the Fourth Schedule, shall effected such 
change- 

fa) without giving to the workmen likely to be 

affected by such change a notice in the pres- 
crib?fl manner of the nature of (he change pro¬ 
posed to be effected ; or 

(b) within twenty-one days of g'ving such notice : 

Provided that no notice shall be required for effecting 
any such change— 

(a) where the change is effected in pursuance of 
any settlement or award; or 

fb) .... .. omitted as not lelevanf. 

In Fourth Schedule to the l.D. Act clause.s (5) and (8) 
mention “leave with wages .and holidays’’ .and 'withdrawal 
of any customcry concession or privilege or change in 
Usage”. In the present ease ihe members of the NOBW had 
been employing the privilege i>f special leave from the time 
they adopted the first Biparlile Settlement in 1966. TIic 
same was vvihdrawn in 1990 by another settlement. 
According to the Bank, NOBW was not a party to the 
said second settlement liecausc they had withdrawn from 
the negotiations on the question of computerisation and 
mcclianisation. But this plea finds its place only in Ihe 
written arguments and not in the written statement. The 
Bank bus declared that they do not want to lead any oral 
evidence. That means theff plea that the Union withdrew 
unilaterally from the negotiations, is not siipporled by any 
evidence oral or documentary, In thes; circumsianccs if 
the Bank is not able to show that notice was served cn the 
second party before withdrawing the privilege of spcci.i' 
leave, the impugned action of the Bank in denying special 
leave to Shri I. D. Patel to enable him to attend meelincs 
and conferences of the Union would be null and void. 
The reference will have lo therefore answered in frvour 
of the Union and against the Bank. Therefore, the following 
order is passed :— 

ORDER 

It is declared that the action of the first party Bank 
in denying special leave to central committee mem¬ 
bers of NOBW upto 17 day.s in n calendar year

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action ot the management of TISCO T.td., 
Jnmadoba in not promoting S/Shri Parasnath, 
S. P. Shukla, Ram Chandra Singh and I. N Tivvarv 
to the post of sub-inspec*L)rs is justified ? If not, 
to what relief the workmen arc entitled ?” 

2, As per schedule of reference the action of the manage¬ 
ment of Tisco, Ltd., lamadoba hac been challenged in not 
promoting Shri Para.snath, S. P ShukI.i, Ram Chandra Singh 
and I. N. 'I'cwary to the post cf Sub-Inspectors. 

3. It was submitted that Shri Para.snath has been dCspa- 
nated as Nayak while 3 others are Security Guard. The 
concerned workmen who are cx'eMiccmcn have been woik- 
ing in the management of Tisco on permanent post for the 
last several years ranging j'tom 16 to 21 years. A eood 
number of security personnel includuig the concerned vvork- 
men. in pursuance of the notification dated 21-I-f'R (M-2), 
anplicd for selection to the post of suh-inspeefor their qnali- 
ficai'on, age and experience. But ns stated by the union, 
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they were deliberately and with uheru r motive depiivet^ 
of their rightful claim. Shri paiuhnath alone was asked to 
appear in the wiitten test on 12-9-88. He was also inter¬ 
viewed on the same day but iiHpite ol .secuiing good niark.'i 
in the written examination his .ase w.is noi considered for 
selection to the post of Sub-lnsp:c;or. 

4, It was stated that no let ter either for written test or 
Interview was issued] to Shri Ram Chamlr.i Singh on accotint 
of mischief done by the official. 

3. Shri J. N. Tew ary and S. P. Shukla were not issued 
any letter for written test ncc.uive ol sl'cet michief and 
ill will of Shri U. P. Singh, CSO asd other officers. It 
was submitted through the V\.S. of the workmen that the 
concerned workmen were possessing alt the requisite qoali- 
fleation and experience but they were debarred and the 
candidates namely Mohit f.al P.iul, Rajgirhi Singh, Rani 
Saheb Singh, Baleswur Singh and Sachindanand Singh, all 
having less and inferior merits were selected illegally and 
arbitrarily. But the merit o*' the conccmcd workmen was 
completely ignored. It w’as also stated that long before 
advertisement the concerned workmen had held meeting and 
staged demonstration on 30-9-87 before the Officer of the 
Director of Collieries and had submitted 19 point charter of 
demands. As alleged a charpesheet was issued against one 
Shri Baban Pandey in which Shri S. P. Shukla and J. N. 
Tewary had appeared ns d jfince witnes.s and therefore the 
management was biased from belcrc. In this way it was 
submitted that the claim of the concerned workmen were 
rejected on false and frivolous groon l They have piave.l 
for passing an order setting asuk- the remits and findings 
of the interview board and ;.ls:. for direction to the mannge- 
ment to appoint the concernt 1 workn.en to the post of Sub- 
Inspector with retrospective effect, 

6. The management denied each and every claim 
o'f this concerned workman and submitted a separate 
W. S. Admittedly, Shri Prasnath was working as 
Nayak while rest were working as Security guards. 
The management invited applications for the post of 
Sub-Inspector vide NotiBcation dated 21-1-88. In 
the notification itself the experience and qualifica¬ 
tions, were stipulated. It was also submitted that 
the concerned workman and others applied for the 
post of Sub-Inspector and those applications wen: 
considered by the management. It was stated that 
the post of Sub-Inspector was not being filled upon 
the basis of promotion rather it was being filled up on 
the basis of selection and for the purpose of selec¬ 
tion candidates wer: required to appear in the wri- 
ten and interview test. The candidates were sel¬ 
ected on the basis of their performance in the writ¬ 
ten test and interview. It was further urged that at 
time of considering the case the past conduct of 
different workmen were also taken into consideration 
and the workmien maintaining excellent record of 
service were selected in the preference to the work¬ 
men having poor record of past services. It was not 
a case of promotion as per seniority rather selcct- 
tions were to be made on the basis of merit. 

7. Shri Prasnath one of the concerned workman 
appeafed in the interview but he was not recom- 
mendied Tor the post of Sub-Inspector by the Selec¬ 
tion Board and as such he was not appointed as 
Sub-Inspector. 

8. Shri S. P. Shukla w.is not called for interview 
initially on the ground that he had *101 completed 10 
years of satisfactory experience under the manage¬ 
ment. Subsequently it was detected that wrong date 
of appointment was submitted before the selection 
board which was on account of clerical mistake. 
Later on it could be revealed that his date of enga¬ 
gement was 21-1-77 and after detection of such 
mlstaki; the management offered to consider his case 


afresh and accordingly a nevv letter dt. 16-6-90 was 
issued to Iiim for his written test to be held on 
20-6-90 but Shri Shukla did not appear in Ihe written 
test. Therefore his case for sel:ction to the post of 
Sub-Inspector was not considi:red. 

9. Shri Ram Chandra Singh was also called for 
written test and interview to be held on 12-9-8i8 by 
a letter dt. 3-9-88. It is stated that the letter was 
served upon him on 10-9-88 but he refused to re¬ 
ceive the .‘ame, Secondly he did not appear in the 
written test and interview and as a result whereof 
his case could not be con.sidercd for selection to the 
post of Sub-Inspector. 

10. Shri J. N. Tewafy was also one of the appli¬ 
cant in pursuance of aforesaid notification but his 
past conduct was found to be bad and that why he 
was not called for written test and interview. 

11. The selection board considered all the relev¬ 
ant facts and circumstances and selected the required 
number of personnel to fill up the vacancies on the 
post of Sul^lnspector. In the process the concerned 
workmen could not be selected for the reasons stated 
above. It was contended that the aclion of the 
management in not selecting the concerned workmen 
as Sab-Inspector was legal, bonafide an j just and the 
concerned workmen are not entitled to any relief. 

’2. The point for consideration would be as to 
whether the concerned workmen are entitled for 
their appointoent to the post of Sub-Inspector wuh 
rctrospecive effect ? 

13. Before examining individual cases of the con¬ 
cerned workmen 1 would like to state f:w facts about 
the advertisement notice dt, 2-1-88 (Ext. lVl-2). The 
applications were invited from the Security person¬ 
nels for the post of Sub-Inspectors. The security 
personnels consisting of Havaldar, Nayaks and secu¬ 
rity guard.s as indicated under Ext. M-4, the inter¬ 
view letter. Again the post of Nayak is superior to 
the post of Security guards and the post of Havaldar 
is superior to the post of Nayak. Therefore ncccs- 
.sary qualification and experiences weie given out for 
selection to the post of Sub-Inspector. For matri¬ 
culate security personnel five years satisfactory ser¬ 
vices in the security department was necessary for 
consideration for selection to the posl of Sub-Inspec¬ 
tor provided he had working i;xperience in the 
armed force. Airforce, Navv and C.R.P.F. For non- 
matricidatc ten years of service in Tisco were 
required. Similarly for Nayak the required experi¬ 
ence was for 7 years and 5 years for Havaldar. It 
may be mentioned that aU the concerned workmien 
were Security guards exceiR Shri Parasnath. The 
applications of the concerned workmen have been 
marked Ext. M-3 series. From their applications it 
appears that Shri Parasnath and Ram Chandra Singh 
were matriculate. Shri J. N. Tewary was Inter¬ 
mediate while Shri S. P, Shukla was non-matric. Now 
let us examine the individual case o'f the concerned 
workmen. First of all T take up the case of Shri 
J. N. Tewary, Admittedly he was not called for 
interview or the wHUen test, From 1hc perusal of this 
service particulars (Et:!. it appears that ho 

had renuired' experience of working in Tisco. But 
during his tenure of service he was .suspended for 5 
days. It was rightly canvassed for Security Guard 
to be selected for the post of Sub-Iiisoector supersed¬ 
ing Nayak and Havaldar must possess spotless and 
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flawless service record. It was subiniltcd that on ac¬ 
count of this stignia Shri Tcwury could not be called 
for wfitcn test and the interview I think the reason 
assigned was not without merit. 

14, As regards Shri S. P. Shukla it was .stated that 
on account of clerical oversight his date of appoint¬ 
ment was .shown as 2^-8-79. It was tliought that 
he had completed 10 years of service on 6-2-88 the 
date when applications were to reach in the office 
of the Chief Personnel Manager (.T). But this mis¬ 
take was subsequently detected and it wa.s found 
that Ills real date of engagement was 21.-1-77. AT*er 
the defect was pbined out tire management as con¬ 
tended in para-10 of tin; W. S of the management, 
offered to consider his case afresh and accordingly 
he was advised by a letter dt. 16-6-90 to appear for 
the written test on 20-6-90 at 2.30 P.M. in the 
office of the Dfvisional Manager fO') Jamadoba. It 
was submitted that Shri Shukla did not appear. Ext. 
M-5 is the interview letter. Ext. M-.5|] i.s the offic; 
cony of M-5. M-5l3 is the endorsement Show- 
ine the receipt of inerview letter by Shri Shukla hira- 
s;lf on 1'8-6-90, He was to appear in the interview 
on 20-6-90. It has been suggested to MW-4 Sri 
U. P. Sineh, Dy. Divisional Manager, Security that 
Ext, M-5I1 i-vas manufactured naoer and it V'as 
never served upon .Shri Shukla. However, the sugges¬ 
tion has been denied. Prima facie I find no reason 
to disbelieve the endorsement fExt. M-SlS). There 
is no snecific suggestion that Ext. M~5l3 does not 
hear the signature of Shri Shukla. Again WW-1 Shri 
Ram Chandra Singh also ‘tulcd in his levidencc that 
Shri Shukla was called for interview. When Shri Shukla 
did not appear for written test there was no question 
of any consideration for his selection to the post of 
Sub-Inspector. 1 find force in tho contention of the 
learned counsel for the management. 

15. Accordingly to the management Shri Ram Chandra 
Singh refused to accept the notice dt. 3-9-88 (Ext. 
M-4) and did not appear in thi; interview. However, 
.Shri Singh w'hile denosing as WW-1 stated that no 
letter was setx'ed upon him through Peon Book. On 
this point the management has examined three wit¬ 
nesses. MW-1 Shri Abu Md, Khan, thi; security 
Havaldar has stated that he had carried the letter 
for service unon Shri Ram Chandra Singh but he 
refused to acknowledge thi; receipt and also stated 
that he would not attend the inteivievv. He got end¬ 
orsement to this effect made Iry om; Shri Paresh 
Upadhyaya on the Peon Book and then he put his 
own signature. The endor.semcnf nlus the signa'ure 
has hetm marked Ext. M-Ill. This fact has been 
tesfifled and fuUy supported by MW-3 Shri Paresh 
Nath Upadhyaya. It mav be mentioned here that 
the entry at page 8 of the Peon Book has been 
marked Ext. M-t. Shri Paresh Nath Upadhyaya 
stated that Abu Md. Khan came to him and reported 
that Shri Ram Chandra Singh refused to rcceiv; the 
letter. TTie rvitness stated that hi; made endorsement 
to thi.s effect in h's Pen and then Abu Md. Khan has 
sigped. MW-2 Shri A, K. Singh has been working 
as Senior Security Officer. The Security guards and 
Havaldar work under him. He also testified that 
interview letter was sent to Shri Ram Chandra Singh 
through peon book and Havaldar Abu Md. Khan 
bad caried tliat letter fof service. Th'; wintecss stated 
that the carries Abu Md. Khan reported to him that 
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Shri Singh refused 1o receive letter. The witness 
being the immediate officer asked Shri Singh on the 
following day to which he (Shri Singh) had replied 
that the management of Tisco would not make him 
Sub-In.spector and therefore he would not participate 
in the inten'iew. The wilne.ss in cross-examination 
slated that refusal of notice by an employee comes 
within the purviijw of misconduct. Shri Ram 
Chandra Singh, WW-1 has stated that he was not 
is.sued any show cause or the chargesheet. I think 
refusal of notice may be a misconduct but that was 
not very .serious which could have been taken notice 
of by the management. Again it is not always neces¬ 
sary to take action for each and every minor mis¬ 
conduct. Specially in petty nature of tjiisconduct 
the management may ignore it. Particularly in case 
of Ram Chandra Singh misconduct was against the 
pecuniary benefit of workman him.self. I have pef- 
tised the evidence of these Viutnes,s and prima facie 
noting has been shown to disbelieve their credeno;. 
Thus I am to hold that inteivicw letter was sent to 
Shri Ram Qiandra for service but h; refused to 
receive it. 

16. Now coming to the case of Sliri Parasnath I 
find that he had appeared in the wriHen test and 
interview. He secured highest marks in the written 
test as is evident from Ext. M-8 which is the 
photo copy of the nnoceeding of the D. P, C. Out 
of 53 only 37 cand’dates appeared in the written 
lest and interview. The hig:st marks obtained by 
Shri Parasnath in his written examination virtually 
dispels alleged ^s pcr.son of vindictiveness on the 
part of the selection committee against tb; con¬ 
cerned workman. 

17. MW-4 Shri U. P. Singh was one of the mem¬ 
ber of the selection commiriee. He stated that s;l- 
ection of candidates was strictly made in accordance 
with the circular Ext. M-2. He also stated that 60 
out of 100 was qualifying marks. Shri Parasnath 
according to him. secured only 56 out of 100 and 
so he was not .selected, The witness has denied to 
have disqualified the concerned workman out of anv 
malice or the prejudice, I have persued Ext. M-3 
which is the photo copy of application of Shri Paras¬ 
nath. He had an occasion to sefve in the security 
department of Tisco for about 17 years. During this 
period he also served as Nnyak for about 6 years. 
Apart from that he was cx-constablc of C, R. P. F. 
He was never involved in any criminal case nor any 
disciplinary proceeding was ever initiated against 
him. I feel the appointment committee should have 
taken a considerate view of the matter in case of 
Shri Parasnath and s]}ecially when he secured hig¬ 
hest marks in the written test. I feel on other counts 
like personality test, experience etc. he deserved 
some better marking. However, this does not mean 
that less marking was done out of any grudge or mal¬ 
ice. Just possible the candidate would not have 
impressed the members very much for he did not 
turn up in uniform. For these reasons I am to hold 
that Shri Para.snath was a deserving candidate and 
he should be provided witii the post of Sub-Inspec¬ 
tor. 

18. The union has tried to show that several 
■•-andidafes like Mohitlal Pal. Raigirhi Singh, Ram 
Sabad Singh and others were selected although they 
had no qualification and experience; Ip my view 
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thfit caiinot be a criteria for selection of the con¬ 
cerned workman to the post of Sub-Inspectof. The 
pii''rtion is whether the concerned workmen were 
holding requisite qualification and experience and 
they were declared unfit on account of any ill will 
or biased attitude, I prima facie find no satisfac¬ 
tory evidence to infer that th'; members of the el¬ 
ection committee were prejudiced against the con¬ 
cerned workmen. As held above the concerned 
workmitn namely Shri S. P. Sukla and Sliri Ram 
Chandra Singh cannot have any such grievance for 
they did not appear in the written test and interview 
insoitc of notice sent to them. I have already dis¬ 
cussed the cast; of Shri J. N. Tewary who had a 
stienia in his service carrier. No evidence htis been 
led to show that Mohit Lai Pal and othcT,s had also 
bad record of service and even then they were 
called fot interview and selected fqr^ the post. For 
these reasons I am to hold that the "coheemisd work¬ 
men except Shri Parasnath arc not entitled to the 
relief claimed by them. 

19. I have considered various aspect of the matter 
end examined the case of individual concerned 
workman. As held above the concerned workmen 
namely Shri J. N. Tewary, Shri S. P. Sukla and Shri 
Ram Chandra Singh have got no claim. The mana- 
Piement is directed to nost. Shri Parasnath as Sub- 
Inspictor within two months from the date of publi¬ 
cation of the Award.

Central Government vide Gavotte Notification No. L-290127 
Ja/OO-I.R. (B) dated Inly 1990 is.sued U/s. 10(l)(d) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 referred the following dispute 
Id this Tribunal for adji’dicntion : 

“Whether the action of the rnmagemcni of M/s. Haryana 
Minerals Ltd. in relation to their Antri Biharipur 
Mines in dismissing the services ot Shri Laxmi 
Narain w.e.f. 17-6-1989 is jnst, fair and legal. If 
not, to what relief the v'Orkcr concerned i.s entitled 
and from which date T' 


2. Case of the petitioner a.s set out in the statement ct 
claim that he romalneJ eniployed with tho respondent man¬ 
agement at Antri Biharipur iCline from 15-4-1985 to I6-6-I989. 
Ho had worked continuously and regularly during the said 
period. His services were orally terminated on 17-6-1989 
for no fault of his. His fermin.ition on 17-6-1989 without 
having served show cau.se notice, cliarge sheet and payment 
of retrenchmeait compensation is unjust, illegal and arbitrary. 
Ho was not given any opportunity of hearing before the 
order of leiTnln.Ttion it. in viol.'ilion of provisions of Indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act, 1947, He is stated to be totally unemp¬ 
loyed and facirg greur haixlship. He has thus sought rein- 
sfalemmt viiih full bac!-: wagc.s with other bcneilti. 

3. The managenvent in their written .statement has taken 
the preliminary objection that his Court has no inrisdiction, 
Tlie petitioner was gainfully eniplojed. Further objeotion of 
the management that as per provisions of climso No. 13(3>H 
of the Certified Sianding order, He was found ftuiltv of 
riotous and disorderly behaviour during working hours 
nt the establishment. A case was also ropistered UlS 107- 
151 of O, P,C. at Police Station Nannl Chaudhary on 
18-6-J989 nt the instance of his superior Vijay Kumar. 
Thereafter t.be management dbmissed his sci vices on 7-7-198!> 
with pavmcnt of one month wage in lieu of notice period. 
Dismissal order is in accordance with- the provisions of 
Ceriifie'd Standing Order. On merits the plea, of the manajto- 
ment that tlie peiiiirmcr joined the services of the mspondont 
on 1.8-9-l'585 mill his services were terminated on 17-6-1989. 
Ourip'i his stay he was habitual absentee and never re- 
mained in .service continuously and regulurly, Further plea 
of the management .that they decided io take dfeciplfnary 
action against the petitioner tmd it was not nccc'-srry to 
given notice to him and he wus given one month w.-ige.s 
in lieu of notice period as required under tho provisions of 
Certified Standing orders. Further pka of the management 
chat a prelimlnart' enquiry was conduetted bv the Manager 
5iitri Bih,aripur Mine on the spot when the matter was 

reported by stipcrvLct Vijay Kumar anil the petitioner w.ss 
given full opportunity of hearing and if was found that the 
netilioner Is guilty of misconduct of rioticus and disorderly 
behaviour at the ntine. Only then it was decided to dismiss 
him from service. Action of the roanHgenienf is thus cloc.s 
not .amount to retrenchment .and is a (h'sciulinnrv action and 
tberefore.. iustific'd and sought the diamissul of this reference.

.npplicahle to the petitioner and nctinn of the management 
d'.-wj not amount (o retrenchment. The management has 
also relied iudeement Oujrat Stocl Tube Ltd. Vs. Gujarat 
^n-cl Tubes Mavdoor Sabhu reported in 1980 (I) I,.L.,T. pacei 
13T After rmisinc :di the a.tpecN thcr* is no merit in. the 
plea of the niantu.,ciineTtl. apd, the iudgemert cited is not 
applicable in the circumstances bf the piettent case. In the 
Oujarot Sted Tubes Ltd. fsupra) it was a case of workmen 
went on a, strike which was admitted faa. Even then It' 
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held that once wt hold the dlschftTge punitive Iho ticcc'piarv 
consequence is that enquiry befohe punishment was admittedly 
obligatory and contessedly not undertaken and the order was 
bad on this score alone. Coming to the oircurastanccs of the 
pre.sent case the petitioner was stated to have indulged in 
riotioiifiely and di.sordcrly behaviour toward his senior Vijay 
Kumar thne keeper for which a ettse U/S 107'151 of Cr. 
P, C. was registered. The nianauement If at all wanted to 
punish the petitioner for the said misconduct on account of 
r/otious behaviour i! was mcurlient upon the management to 
hold domestic enquiry before dismissing the services of the 
petitioner. In order to have the benefit of one of the exclusion 
clause of retrenchment as defined in Section 2(00) of the Indus¬ 
trial pisiautes Act lhd7 i.c. punishment inflicted by way of 
disciplinary action. The disimssal order dated 7-7-89 has been 
placed on the record. The same is Ex M4 which stipulates 
that his services are hcreoy dismissed with effect from 
I7-d-J989 and advised him to collcci cue month weges in 
Ecu of notice period. However thcie is no proof cf payment 
nf retrenchment compensation. The management has ako not 
shown whe'.hw any show cause notice was served to the peti¬ 
tioner before terminating his services or any regular enqi'-iry 
w.is held. Present case is thus a case of 'no enquit)'’. The 
domestic enquiry in the industrial law haa acquired a great 
significance and industrial adjiidic/Jiion nttnclies considerable 
imiTorUmcc lo such enquiry. It is settled law that' an enquiry 
is not a empty foirnnllty hut it is essential condition to thc 
Itgality oi; the disciplinary order. In other words, before the 
delinquent workman can bo dinvssed for misconduct the 
employer should hold a fair and refrilar enquiry into the 
misconduct failing which the termination would be an illega¬ 
lity and jiersec void. Termination ia ii major penalty, certainly 
then a regular enquiry has got to b? conducted in absence 
of which the termination is certainly illegal. I am also 
supported with the view taken in D. K. Yadav Vs. M/s. 
J.M.A. Industry Ltd. reported in 199J (7) R.S.J page 696 
where dismisal under the >-'ta'iding order without a valid 
enquiry has held to be arbitrary unjust and violative of 
principle of natural justice and wns held that, principle of 
natural justice must be read into the .standing orders, The 
management stated to have conducted some preliminary en¬ 
quiry but there is no evidence in that respect thnt who con¬ 
ducted the proltmlnary enquiry and what was its report. 
Tho managoirient has produced two witnesses Rrunyatan Singh 
marinper and MVV2 Vijay Kumnr time kecj.'er complainant. 
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Tii^ evideaco piima tftdo Is self contradictory. Vijoy Kumar 
■Mted to inhued statet m crosstexamination that he had 
goatpiahted abwt tUt to the manager. The said complaint 
ma SMde onlly. Tbe witness Ramyatan Singh manager state > 
that omniiblnt was submitted in writing, Copy of the samo 
luu been placed as El. M3. According to the complainant Vijay 
Kumu' ne was given beating by the petitioner and some 
other worker but admittedly no medical examination of Vijay 
Kumar was done. Case too was rcgisteied only U/S 107-151 
of Cr, P'. C. MW2. Vijay Kumar in one hand states that he 
was at the site when the inciJenl had taken place and in 
second breath he stited that after the incident he ctime lo 
the ofRco and started working in the office. It. implies ih.it 
prior to the incident he was also in the office, Therefore 
evidence of these two witnesses i; no help to the management. 

8. MWl Shri RamyaLan Singh Manager the management’s 
witnca.s has .admitted in cross-examination the char'. Ex. hi2 
In relation to number of d.ay3 put in by the workman. Ex. M2 
has been penised. The petitioner had completed' service of 
more than 240 days precedings 12 calendar months from the 
date of termination as defined under Section 2S-D of the 
Indus'rial Disputes Act. 1947. Therefore ho qualifies himself 
under the protection of Section 25-F of the Industrial Disputes 
Act 1947. It was mandatory for the management to have 
served a notice or to have given the pay in lieu of notice 
and retrenchment compcnsalion before terminating bis ser¬ 
vices to the petitioner. However as evident the management 
hm not done so. thus violated tbe> mandatory provision of 
Section 25-F of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 

9. In view of th? discussion made In the earlier pnras, 
the termination of the “ervice^ of the .petitioner in certainly 
Illegal and' he is thus ordered to bo reinstated with all conse¬ 
quential benefits, 

10. He han staled to hevc remained uncmplojxtd tluough 
out facing great biirdshlp. Tbe management has not proved 
to the effect that the petitioner W'as gninfully employed after 
his termination. It is thus ordered that the petitioner Ire paid 
foil back-wages from the dote of terminotion til) bis 
reioctr.tement.
